Sir Wilfrid Laurier addressed the 
meeting in Sorel a few nights ago and 
Victory is regarded as a tribute to the 
liberal chieftain, who was given a 
great reception, 

The constituency was Liberal in the 
last general election by 734. Today 
Sorel gave Cardin a majority of 264; 
St. Joseph 43, St. Jurs 48, St. Robert 
67, St. Louis 47, St. Alme 48, Mar- 
jot 14. 

Morgan, the Conservative candidate, 
obtained majorities in St. Anne 62, St. 
Pierre 25, St. Roch 6, and St. Victoire 
18, leaving Cardin’s net majority 301,
